A knowledge of books docs not always insure a money 
return, but it generally does. Your man ol twenty-five who has tin 
advantage of an education earns a much better salary on the average 
than hia brother who is not educated. A very careful study was re- 
cently made of the graduates of several eastern universities, especial- 
ly with regard to their earning capacity. The investigation showed 
that the man with a ge>od education was receiving a far better salary 
on the average, than was paid to the average man similarly circum- 
stanced but without the education. 

My friend was a successful teacher, but he wanted to be a better 
teacher; so he used his savings in going to eollege. In order to fin- 
ish his college course he had to incur • debt of $700. Did it pay to 
come out of college with such a burden?

Why Boy. and Girl. Do Not Go to

This question has given me con- 
siderable thought the pa*t two 
years and 1 have talked with a 
number of young folks asking th< ■ 
to give me their reasons why they 
think boys and girls do not want tj 
go to school.

Hy It* in- 
tnnslc merits, teaching Is a profes- 
sion. Just as truly as law M medi- 
cine and some t -clinical training la 
i . < > ssa' > to the highest succesa and 
largest us- fulness in this great field 
of human service. Our own state as 
well as others Is rapidly raaagalt1a| 
the necessity of trained teachers in 
our schools and gradually will In- 
crease the requirements for profes- 
sional preparation. The teacher ot 
sound pedagogical training will be 
more and more in demand. With this 
In mind we have outlined Matty 
some of the essentials of a teacher's 
professional equipment. A thorough 
rcademlc training in the branch- s 
taught Is so necessary that it s 
presupposed and we shall confine our- 
r-lve. to the purely profeaslonal pre- 
paration. 

I, Knowledge of Children. 

If the workers In steel, broiiz-, 
gold, etc., need a minute and accur- I 
ate knowledge of the physical pr>>- 
lierties of m.-tal they are manipulat- 
ing how much more is it necessa'V 
for the teacher to know something 
about the body, mind aud so u l of th- 
rowing child. Modern child study In- 
brought out many facta MBaa*nlB| 
child life and nature that have hith- i - 
t.) been Ignored or poorly understood 
and It Is the recognition of these 
that has m*de the difference b-tw-. « 
the old and the new education. TM 
successful teacher must In? a train- 
ed and sympathetic observer of child 
hood and youth and it is only through 
training and practice that h- can ac- 
quire this skill. The untrained teach- 
er does not know what to look for 
nor how to Interpret or utilize the 
facta he doea observe. Such train- 
ing not only gives the teacher a 
broader outlook on child life and edu- 
cation, but also glvea skill In meet- 
ing actual conditions of the school- 
room. Children differ greatly <n 
temperament and no child haa nnl- 
from characteristics throughout Ms 
development. Tho boy of fourteen 
may be as different from the same 
boy at ten aa two boys not of the 
«:.me family. To be able to antici- 
pate and meet these various and elu- 
sive changes will enable the teach- 
er to avoid many mistakes that of- 
t-n result serlouely not only to 
himself aloue but to the child In 
•juestlnn. Some one haa well said 
that there Is nothing In the universe 
so worthy of reverence as the body 
and soul of a growing chiia. If th<y 
are worthy of reverence they are 
surely worthy of careful study.

"And King Herod heard of him," 
v. 4 Of course Herod would hear ot 
the rising young cousin of John who 
was creating such a stir throughout 
Clalllee. Ills coarae. sinful, licentious, 
heart cringed at the rebuke of eurh a 
Ufa of purity, one that performed so 
many good deeds, one who wbb con- 
stantly ministering to others as con- 
trasted with the life of Herod, who 
only ministered to his own aolflshja 
lusts. Small wonder ha should exf 
claim, "It Is John whom I beh-aded." 
and one can hear wi fancy the rising 
tide of terror that surged through his 
heart as he must have itreamed. "Ha 
la risen from tha dead!" The first 
thr«a verses of the lesson are a vivid 
picture of how the faaie of this young 
Oalllean affected the 
Btrlcken and guilty hearted 
_ the throne. 
Who waa thla HerodT In the first 
place, he waa guilty of the Bin of In- 
cest, for he hail married the wife of 
hla brother Philip, who waa still llv- 
Ing. From verse eighteen of the lea- 
son we learn further that the bold and 
courageous .U<tn had rebuked him of 
thla evil and aa a result Herod had 
cast him Into prlaon, and though ha 
may have desired, yet he did not aa 
yet dare to take hla life. Added to 
this Is the anger of a sinful woman. 
John a Juat Man. 
Thla precipitated a war which re- 
suited In the overthrow and utter 
Inaa of the army belonging to the 
father of Hernia lawful wife. Why 
did Herod hesitate to comply with all 
that Herndlas desired? Verse M tell* 
tia, because John "wbb a Just man and 
an holy." Righteousness Is often a 
m.m'a surest safeguard. Herod was 
not altogether davnafl of conscience as 
we have already seen, and this Is 
further ei idence of that fact. Versa 
20 adds that when Herod heard him 
he wna "perplexed and heard hire 
glailb " We believe that Herod waa 
decking pome son of a recanting upon 
the part of John, that he waa glad 
(ajtatotja) to hear from his Hps soma 
sort of statement that would Juatlfy 
hla liberation and wna perplexed over 
the persistence of John, who, though 
In prlaon. never for one moment low- 
ered hla standard of divine rlghteoua- 
nesa. nor trimmed Ms sails so ss to 
rntch the wind of Herod's popular 
tevat That this was John's attitude 
and that It waa known to HerodlaB Is 
BVtdaal from the beginning of tha 
verse It, "and when a convenient day 
waa come" Herodlns was all too 
ready and willing to sella her oppor- 
tunity. 

To evidence her depths of depravity 
and alao her anxiety, note that He 
dlaa waa willing to sacrifice the m 
esty of her own daughter to 
end The use of the word 
v. 12 R V. la evidence that It 
an unusual thing for thla daughter of 
a queen thua to exhibit haraelf. 

Now note the oath of the liquor and 
mat-drunken king What an appalling 
request. What a terrible consequence. 
What lengths men will go to "keep 
their word" given thoughtlessly or ut> 
tered In the heat of paaslon. This la 
one uf the blackest pictures of his- 
tory. A lust-driven, licentious poten- 
tate, a rebuked hut vindictive ^ueen, 
slave of these same passions. 

Not Real Sorrow. 

Tha child of the home thrust forth 
before tha gaxe of the court to help ao 
cure the ends of a murderous mother. 
A godly, fearless saint who had a great 
message from a great Ood, and with- 
out halting, hesitancy or compromise 
continued to deliver that message tl'l 
atrlcken down In the mldat of an orgy 
of paaslon. Herod'a Borrow was not 
"unto repentance" (v. 2«) but rather 
that of a guilty conscience. 

W« need now to return again to th« 

flrat ver f the lesson and we can 

well believe It mtiat have baen a sad 
wall. "He la risen" (v. 16). History 
tells us Herod lost his kingdom and 
that he and Herodlaa died In exile. 

Let aa turn from this awful picture 
and look at John. How different. Thus 
dies he who was the greatest born of 
a woman. Thus died one who dared 
to rebuke evil In high placaa. One 
who would not compromise to save 
his life, and one who was faithful unto 
death (see the Oolden Text). Can wa

Nearly all fanners should select 
their seed com three to four weeka 
earlier than they do. In the Bouth 
seed com abould be selected and 
dried during August, In the North 
early In September, and no prudent 
corn farmer anywhere In tho CIL-d 
Htatca will allow October 10 to pass 
without having sufficient seed for at 
l-ast one years planting stored where 
It can not be Injured by unfavorable 

Where a seed patch la not maintain- 
ed and seed must lie aelected from 
the general field It should be aelect- 
ed before the corn Is cut and shock- 
ed . Whero corn Is busked from the 
standing stalk the seed should tie 
eajaaanf, several weeks before the 
corn Is dry enough U, husk and crib. 

As an oscuse for not having good 
MBj it Is customary to state that 
the season was exceptional. Such 
seasons will continue to occur, and 
tbe only way to escape loss la by 
being prepared each year. Last year 
vi as a very adverse season In somo 
of the corn states; consequently this 
past spring It was necessary to Im- 
l*irt seed corn Into those sections. 
Nevertheless, well acclimated and un- 
questionably higher yielding

To make certain of always obtain- 
ing the greater productiveness of 
adapted varieties It is necessary to 
Rave sufficient seed for two or thr^o 
wears' planting.

H FRIEND of mine interested in schools happened in Boston 
not long since and in going about investigating the city's 
schools, on reaching the lowest and poorest part of tho city, 
was surprised to tee going up a splendid, beautiful school 
building to cost $375,000. He said, "Why on earth do you put such • 
handsome and costly building in this part of tho city!" The answer 
was, "We want to mako good, intelligent citizens out of these chil- 
dren, and we think this one of the important ways of doing it." 

I should like to know why we pursue tho unbusinesslike, illogical 
and absolutely unfair method of offering three kinds of teachers' cer- 
tificates, especially now as the counties have the right to tax them- 
selves up to 20 cents on $100 for general school purpose*. ARK 
WE DELIBERATELY TRYING TO MAKK THREE CLASSES 
OF CITIZENS— THE INFERIOR, THE MODERATELY GOOD 
AND TIIE BEST f In s true democracy there is no use or room for 
classes. Ought not our efforts to be addressed to the one object of 
making an average intelligent good citizenship! 

Under present arrangements we are compelling the poorer sections 
of our counties to employ third-class teachers whose capacity will not 
suffer them to go above a wage of $30 to $40 per month, while the 
cities and towns and wealthier parts of the counties are paying $C0 
to $75 per month. Of course this higher pay and better environment 
attract the best teachers, those holding the first class certificates. 
Now, this is manifestly unfair and very uirwise. 

THE BOYS AND GIRLS IN THE LESS WEALTHY PORTIONS OF 
OUR COUNTIES ARE ALREADY SUFFICIENTLY HANDICAPPED BY 
THEIR POVERTY AND IGNORANCE. WHY. THEN. UNDER HEAVEN, 
ARE THEY FURTHER HANDICAPPED BY CHEAP, I af COMPETENT 
TEACH ERST 

There otight to be, as soon as the proper legislation can be had, 
only one certificate granted to all teachers and that of the first class. 
If there are districts unable to pay in full for a first class teacher let 
the county board make up the difference out of the county fund, for 
which it was intended. THESE POORER DISTRICTS PAY THE 
SAME RATE OF TAX, SO FAR AS TnEY HAVE TAXABLES, 
AS DO THE WEALTHIER SECTIONS, AND THEY SHOULD 
HAVE A FArR AND LIBERAL DEAL 

This is not only generous and unselfish, but it i> Christlike, and 
it is a wise business proposition to make good and intelligent citizens 
out of «he»c less fortunates. I think when the people consider this 
question deliberately they will seo the folly of present methods and 
demand a change and will get it. Therefore it would be wiae for 
teachers to prepare themselves to get first class certificates, and I 
think they have no time to lose because the change when started will 
come quickly. The state has two normal schools and the university 
whose business it is to prepare teachers. 

Not 25 per cent of the teachers of the state are taking advantage 
of these opportunities, and many of them will be left out when th« 
change comes. I am hoping to see the day when our teachers will be 
better paid, but when that day dawns it will bring with it also an un- 
deniable demand for better preparod
